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Object-Image   Relationship  In  Curved  Mirrors, 
Spherical  Refracting   Surfaces,  and   Thin  Lenses

The  following  is  a  system  designed  to 
eliminate  the  memorization  of  a  set  of  rules 
for  the  position,  nature,  and  size  of  the 
image  of  an  object  after  reflection  by  a 
spherical  mirror  or  refraction  by  a  spheri- 
cal refracting  surface  or  thin  lens.  Once 
diagram  I  and  IV  are  understood  for  sphe- 
rical mirrors,  the  others  follow  easily. 

In  a  positive  or  converging  system,  we 
can  consider  seven  object  position ;  five  real 
objects  in  the  positions  illustrated,  one  at 
the  vertex,  and  any  virtual  object.  These 
are  numbered  from  left  to  right  for  we  will 
assume  light  incident  upon  the  surface  in 
that  direction.  The  images  produced  in 
each  case  are  represented  by  the  same  num- 
bers beginning  between  the  focal  point  (F) 
and  the  center  of  curvature  (C)  (or  in  the 
analogous  position  between  F-  and  2F-  in 
the  SRS  and  thin  lens)  and  moving  toward 
infinity  in  the  REAL  image  spacee.  Once 
infinity  is  reached  (4),  the  next  image 
points  are  respectively  VIRTUAL  (5),  at 
the  vertex  (6)  and  between  the  vertex  and 
the  focal  point  (7).  In  position  (2)  and 
(6),  the  object  and  image  are  concident. 

This  transition  from  real  to  virtual  ima- 
ges is  perhaps  best  understood  as  a  transi- 
tion from  plus  thru  zero  to  minus  powered 
image  rays. 

The  size  of  the  image  is  determined  by 
this  simple  progression.

In  the  diagrams  next  to  this  column,  it  will  be 
noticed  that  object  position  are  indicated  abo'v'e  the 
horizontal  Line,  while  corresponding  image  positions 
are  below. 
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The  nature  (real  or  virtual)  can  be  seen 
in  the  diagram  and  in  any  plus  system,  the 
first  four  images  are  inverted,  the  rest 
erect. 

In  a  negative  or  diverging  system,  we 
again  consider  seven  object  positions.  The 
first  represent  any  real  object;  the  second, 
an  object  at  the  vertex;  and  five  virtual 
objects  as  illustrated.  Corresponding  to 
these  are  the  points  in  the  image  space; 
(1)  VIRTUAL,  between  F  and  the  vertex 
(between  F-  and  the  vertex),  (2)  at  the 
vertex,  (3)  a  REAL  image,  (4)  infinity, 
(5)  a  virtual  image  outside  of  C  (outside 
of  2F-),  (6)  at  C  (at  2F-)  and  (7)  between 
C  and  F  (between  2F-  and  F-). 

Once  again,  (2)  and  (6)  are  positions  of 
object  and  image  coincidence.  The  progres- 
sion of  size  is  the  same  as  that  in  positive 
system  but  in  this  case,  the  first  four 
images  are  erect. 

The  difference  in  the  appearance  of  a 
mirror  drawing  from  that  of  the  corres- 
ponding lens  and  SRS  drawings  in  explain- 
ed by  the  fact  that  a  real  object  and  image 
are  on  the  same  sides  of  a  mirror  while 
they  are  on  opposite  sides  of  an  SRS  and 
thin  lens. 

In  many  instances,  the  solution  of  a 
problem  depends  upon  first  knowing  the 
general  position  of  object  and  image.  The 
proper  diagram  can  be  quickly  sketched 
and,  from  the  data  given  in  the  problem, 
the  object  and  image  placed  in  their  proper 
positions.  Also,  it  can  be  noted  when  two 
situations  fit  the  given  data  and  the  equa- 
tions set  up  accordingly.
